Short  was  his  aion,  taken  off  as  he  was 
by  the  spear  of  the  magnanimous  Ajax. 
Illiad  V.  685.  Then  may  aion  forsake 
me  in  your  city.  Illiad  xvi.  458.  When 
his  AION  shall  have  left  him.  The  word 
in  the  above  passages  from  the  Testament 
and  Homer,  cannot  mean  eternity :  and  I 
boldly  assert  it  never  has  such  an  exten¬ 
sive  signification.  The  true  radical  idea 
is,  constant.  Thus  aionian  fire  means 
a  constant  burning,  such  as  that  of  Ge¬ 
henna.  The  fire  on  the  Jewish  altar  was 
to  burn  for  ever,  that  is,  to  be  constantly 
and  continually  burning.  Sometimes  it 
signifies  lasting,  as  the  fire  of  Sodom, 
which  we  are  told,  lasted  2000  years.  I 
shall  briefly  show  the  absurdity  of  trans¬ 
lating  this  eternity^  or  its  adjective  eternal. 
We  read  Heb.  ix.  26.  “The  end  of  the 
AlONs;”  and  1  Cor.  ii.  7.  “Before  the 
!  AioNS  began.”  Can  then  eternity  have 
a  beginning,  and  will  it  have  an  end  ?  If 
AION  mean  eternity,  what  will  aion  of 
AIONS  mean,  but  eternities  of  eternities  ? 
Surely  such  language  is  absurd  and  ri- 
Ijdiculou*.  Where  then  is  the  foundation 


on  which  to  build  the  monstrous  and  ab¬ 
surd  doctrine  of  eternal  punishment  r 

The  advocates  of  eternal  torments  will 
confidently, 'though  very  ignorantly  as¬ 
sert,  the  same  word  is  used  to  express  the 
duration  of  the  happiness  of  the  righteous; 
and,  consequently,  if  the  punishment  of 
the  wicked  have  an  end,  so  will  the  en¬ 
joyment  of  the  saints.  I  reply,  Paul 
speaks  of  the  glory  of  heaven,  as  far  ex¬ 
ceeding  AIONIAN,  or  eternal,  2  Cor.  iv. 
17.  Daniel  tell  us,  the  sainst  of  the  Most 
High  shall  possess  the  kingdom  through 
the  AIONS  of  AIONS,  kai  eti,  and  longer ; 
and  the  Psalmist  says.  The  Lord  shall 
reign  through  aions  of  aioks,  kai  eti, 
and  longer.  They  who  turn  many  to 
righteousness,  shall  shine  as  the  stars 
through  the  aions,  kai  eti,  and  longer, 
Dan.  xii.  3.  See  also.  Ex.  xv.  18.  Micah

SENTENCE  OF  JOHN  FRANCIS  KNAPP. j 
This  wretched  young  man  received  his  sen* 
tsnco  at  Salem  on  Saturday.  At  9  A.  M.  he  wasj 
placed  at  the  bar.  The  crowd  was  os  great  as  at  i 
any  former  time  of  the  trial.  He  remained  thro’* 
out  the  solemn  ceremony  as  unconcerned  and 
immovable  as  ever.  When  asked  by  judge  Put*| 
nam  if  he  hod  aught  to  say  why  sentence  of' 
death  should  not  now  be  pronounced  upon  him, 
he  replied  with  great  energy  and  firmness —  I 
“1  have  only  to  say,  that  I  am  innocent  of 
the  charge — -and  1  now  declare  to  the  world, 
that  I  shall  die  innocent  of  the  crime  for  which 
I  am  to  suflTer.” 

Judge  Putnam  then  proceeded  to  pronounce 
the  dreadful  sentence  of  the  law,  in  the  follow*  i 
ing  manner  and  terms  :  I 


I  John  Francis  Knapp — You  have  been  indicted 
'for  the  crime  of  murder — and  upon  your  ar¬ 
raignment  have  pleaded  that  you  were  not 
guilty — and  put  yourself  upon  God  and  your' 
country  for  trial.  Able  and  learned  counsel 
,  .have  been  at  your  request  assigned  by  the 
court  to  assist  you  in  yourdcicncc.  Your  case' 
has  been  committed  to  a  very  intelligent  and  | 
impartial  jury,  selected  by  yourself,  who  have| 
for  six  days  patiently  and  attentively  listened 
to  the  evidence  and  the  arguments.  All  that| 
learning  and  industry,  fidelity  and  talents  could, 
''suggest,  has  been  urged  in  vain  in  your  defence.  | 
The  truth  has  prevailed — and  the  jury  of  your  ' 
country  have  established  your  guilt — the  court 
is  satisfied  with  their  verdict,  and  you  come, 
now  to  receive  the  sentence  of  the  law.  | 

I  Before  we  proceed  to  that  last  and  painful 
duty,  we  are  desirous  of  doing  you  all  the  good 
'in  our  power,  by  awakening  your  mind  to  a 
'consideration  of  the  awful  doom  which  awaits, 
you.  Would  to  God  that  any  thing  we  could  ^ 
say  would  have  the  effect  of  softening  your 
,  heart,  and  of  leading  you  to  sincere  contrition! 
and  repentance.  { 

I  The  horrible  murder  of  which  you  have  been, 
I  convicted,  stands  in  bold  relief  and  deformity 
jin  the  history  of  crime. 

1  The  victim  of  your  ferocity,  in  a  few  years,! 
'according  to  the  course  of  nature,  would  have; 
,  sunk  into  his  grave  in  peace,  but  for  the  thirst  i 
,  for  gain  which  corrodes  the  hearts  of  those  who 
conspired  against  his  life.  He  was  living  in 
the  midst  of  as  peaceful  a  community  as  exists 
,  upon  the  earth,  surrounded  by  his  relations  and  ’ 
friends,  upon  whom  he  had  lavished  his  bounty. 
In  the  stillness  of  the  night — while  he  rested 
his  aged  limbs  upon  the  bead — w  hile  ho  was  in 
the  arms  of  sleep — in  his  own  house— in  the 
centre  of  this  populous  town — the  assassin  of 
your  procivi'cment  committed  the  Deed  of  Death, 
while  you,  in  the  judgement  of  the  law,  were 
present  in  aiding  him  in  the  fact.  | 

I  The  circumstances  attending  the  conspiracy, 
exhibit  a  cool,  deliberate  design  to  take  the  life; 
'  of  the  victim,  merely  for  the  sake  of  gain.  There 
Was  no  other  passion  to  be  gratified. 

1  The  conspirators  were  all  young.  They 
were  connected  with  respectable  familice.  They 
were  born,  and  reared  and  educated  among  us. ' 
I  They  had  the  means  of  living  w  ithin  their  ownj 
control,  if  they  had  pursued  the  course  of  hon*| 
.  csty  and  industry. 

j  But  they  forsook  this  course,  and  resolved 
to  cut  their  road  to  fortune  through  blood  and 
murder. 

j  Our  peaceful  city  stood  aghast  at  this  dread*  | 
'fill  deed.  The  very  foundation  of  our  society 
seems  to  be  shaken — and  the  shock  was  not 
.confined  to  this  vicinity  or  State,  but  extended 
throughout  this  land. 

j  Suspicions  too  horrible  for  utterance  wereex* 
cited  in  the  breasts  of  reflecting  men.  The 
sense  of  security  which  the  law  inspires,  was  in 
a  great  manner  lost.  No  man’s  huose  was  con* 
siJered  a  safe  castle— and  men  seemed  fur  a 
time  disposed  to  trust  to  their  own  arms,  ra¬ 
ther  than  to  the  protection  of  the  law  for  their 
safety. 

j  But  there  is  a  Providential  watch  constantly 
over  us.  The  murderers  have  been  detected 
by  means  as  extraordinary  as  their  crime  was 
atrocious.  The  assassin  has  perished  by  his 
own  hands— and  the  tremendous  punishment 
for  your  crime  is  about  to  fall  upon  you. 

But  there  is  in  these  awful  events  a  warning 
voice,  which  speaks  to  all,  and  especially  to 
the  young,  as  with  the  sound  of  the  earthquake, 
in  every  breeze  which  wafts  the  news  of  this 
horrid  tragedy. — “Forsake  not  the  ways  of 
truth,  and  honest  industry,  which  lead  to  ho- 
i  nor  and  eveilasting  life,  for  the  paths  of  vice 


and  profligacy  which  lead  to  ignominy  am] 
death.” 

“Be  not  deceived  by  their  enticing  appear¬ 
ances.  At  their  beginning,  the  rose  buds  of 
hope  and  passion  may  appear,  but  they  end  in 
anguish, poverty  and  destruction.” 

Our  fervent  prayer  for  you  is,  that  you  may 
be  prepared,  by  sincere  repentance,  to  appear 
before  the  Judge  of  ail  the  earth.  And  we  would 
1  urge  you  to  apply  to  those  pious  men  whose 
j  duty  it  is  to  teacli  our  Holy  Religion,  to  help 
I  you  with  their  prayers  and  instructions  during 
the  .'ew  ren/aining  days  which  may  be  allowed 
to  you ;  and  may  God  grant  success  to  their 
cndcaVor.s. 

It  only  remains  for  us  to  declare  the  sen¬ 
tence  of  the  law— which  is,  and  this  court  doth 
I  accordingly  adjudge, 

I  That  you  be  carried  from  hence  to  the  prison 
I  from  whence  you  came— and  from  thence  to' 

I  the  place  of  exeeiition — and  there  be  hanged 
by  tlie  neck  until  you  shall  bedrod.  Andmiy 
I  God  of  his  infinite  grace  have  mercy  upon  your 
[  so'jr. 

I  In  performing  this  oppressively  painful  duty,' 
judac  Putnam  was  mncli  affected,  and  sobbid 
'audibly  after  he  had  pronounced  the  judgment 
of  the  court.  The  prisoner,  on  the  contrary,, 

I  maintained  his  unconcern  throughout.  Indeed 
there  was  not  apparently  a  spectator,  who  did 
I  not  suffer  more  than  he  who  was  the  most  in* 

I  terested.  On  leaving  the  bar,  he  put  a  quid  of 
tobacco  into  his  mouth,  with  the  utmost  non¬ 
chalance.

I  Crowninshield,  are  necessarily  postpomd  tilP 
!  the  next  term  of  ilie  court,  which  will  sit  in 
Salem,  Nov.  9.  The  judges  arc  required  by 
law  to  proceed  on  the  Circuit  in  the  western 
counties  early  in  the  next  month;  and  the  re¬ 
cent  death  of  the  Chief  Justice  has  devolved  on 
the  court  many  arduous  preparitory  duties. 

The  day  of  J.  F.  Knapp’s  execution  is  to  fc« 
fixed  by  the  Governor  and  council.
